DEVIL'S LAKE. — Wo clip tho following de- 


scription of this lake from the Baraboo, (Sauk 
County.) Democrat, of the Cth inst 
Devil's or Spirit Lake, renowned for its beau- 


tiful as well as sublime scenery, is nearly a 
milo wide- and ono and a half long ami is situ- 
ated about two miles south of our village of 
Bnraboo and is pleasantly embosomed within 
tho majestic Blull's which limit our southern 
horizon. It is reported to have received ita 
rwinu from an Indian legend which states that 
a decisive biittlo between to large and contend- 
ing tribes wn» fought upon its banks, and that 
tho defeated tribe was entirely destroyed, and 
tho Menonionees, •.(xvho were tho victors, and 
retained possession of the country till the set- 
tlement of the whites) threw the bodies of the 
shun into tho lake in consequence of which the 
Indians have never eaten fish taken from its 
waters. 


Tho waters Ho in a deep triangular chasm 


which has tho appearance of being rent by vol- 
canic force, the rock of tho chasm presenting 
an angular appearance, and bearing visible 
marks of heat. Its banks arc composed of 
three precipitnns, and almost perpendicular 
Blull's. one on tho cast, south and west sides, 
which, in their arrangement form threu deep 
valleys dipping into tho lake, ono at the south- 
east, south-west and north corners. Tho bluffs 
varying from one hundred to three hundred 
feet in height are faced entirely with angular 
rocks, among which are scattered a few over- 
greens of tho cediir aud pine varieties, whoso 
roots are fastened in tho crevices. and tho sum- 
mit is surmounted with a heavy growth of oak. 
The shore of the lako is filled in ninny places 
for several rods with Inrgo boulders which havo 
fallen from tho summit of tho clitF and rolled 
into tho wuter, whilst many remaining rocks of 
immense sizo yet stand in a tottering condition 
only waiting for a little assisfnnco which id of- 
ton'bestowcd by visitors for the purpose of see- 
ing them dash down tho prccipico.striking firo, 
breaking tho rock and crushing tho trees in 
their path. In autumn, tho pleasant waters, 
frowning rocks, and countless shades of color 
upon the vegitation, afford us pleasant a retreat 
fur amusement, or to awaken tho latent ener- 
gies of the soul, as we over witnessed.
